Chen's transfer to Peking: may give him a greater 
role in setting party poticles, some of which he 
has opposed, But his presence in Peking will also 
allow his opponents to keep a closer watch on 
him and, in the long run, could lead to his un: 
doing. 


Chi is rarely in’ Honan, but he has until now 
retained his provincial post. It is not clear if this 
appointment—a new feather, which increases his 
prestige and may portend an even larger role for 
him in Peking- means an end to his Honan asso- 
clations. 


This is an additional appointment for Wu, [t wil! 
increase his prestige, while permitting him to re: 
tuln his Peking posts. Nonetheless, while he is the 
top party man in Peking municipality, he is now 
subordinate in the military pecking order to civil- 
jan Chi Teng-kuci, 


Yung's deputy was purged in September, and 
Yang himself was attacked in big character posters 
Jast fall, His transfer may relieve the immediate 
pressure on him, but the Jack of a power base in 
Wuhan could leave himin an exposed position. 


Pai, a veteran civilian cadre who was promoted to 
his current provincial perty position after the 
purge of Yuan Sheng-ping last September, may be 
in tine for Yang Te-chih's oid Shantung posts. 


Tseng was one of the most active provincial lead- 
crs and appeared to relish his civilian duties. He 
may be one military officer who will be upset if 
he does not receive a similar civilian position in 
his new province. Tseng may have been among the 
targets of big character posters attacking unnamed 
provincial leaders in Hupeh.

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One of the major achievements of Chin Shih Huang-ti, now being touted for his 
ind-Confuchin reforms, was to break the power of the featdal Lords who fonyished 
under the Confuciin system. History repeated itself last week when the modern-day 
Hasperor Chin (Mao) and his reformist premier (Chou En-tal) engineered a niassive 
reshulsing of regional military commanders, Although the move was part ofa 
protracted effort gradual unt now--to undercut the military's hold on political 
wffairs, thas direet relevance to the recent anti-Confucius cunmpaign, 


Most of the statements in the campaign can be read as eritical of Chiang Ching, 
the chief spokesperson for the radical cause, But the campaign also includes articks 
on “feudal kingdoms." A ranking Chinese party official has reportedly linked this 
aspect of the campaign directly to the Independence of certain regional military 
comnninders who are not responsive to party direction from Peking. In fact, it [s 
possible that one motive for the timing of the drive wus the surprising tur cf events 
last summer, when at least one regional commander made a show of independence 
by endorsing policies espoused by Chiang Ching and her supporters, Starting in 
mid-July, the Lisoning provincial radio, apparently speaking on behalf of the 
then-Manchuriun strong man Chen Hsi-lien, waged a fierce campaign against the use 
of university entrance examinations--a position also taken by the radicals, Chou left 
the capital to meet with Chen in Liaoning on July 31, and within three days the 
State Council issued instructions to de-emphasize entrance examinations: just four 
days later, on August 7, the first of the anti-Confucius articles appeared in People's 
Daily, 


Before this summer, Chea apparently had suppoiied the moderate policies 
initiated by Chou since the Cultural Revolution, From Juiy until his transfer to his 
new post as Peking Military Region commander at the end of the year, the media in 
Lisoning were remarkably consistent in their support of radical policies, particularly 
in the field of education. Among the issues that could have prompted Chen's 
beHigerence was the well-orchestrated drive to dilute his own political power and 
that of other provincial military men. 


In addition to anti-Confucius attacks on feudal kingdoms in general, there is 
some evidence to suggest that Chen personally is being criticized. in October, an 
anti-Confucius article praising Wang An-shih, a Sung dynasty political reformer who 
scems to be a surrogate for Chou, was careful to distinguish between two groups of 
se opponents of Wang. One group was the Confucian “dichards,” probably a reference 

to uncompromising radicals like Chiang Ching, whose opposition came as “79 
surprise.”’ The other group consisted of “elements within the reformist faction” who 
had a “change of heart” and attacked Wang “behind his back."” This seems to be a 
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reference ty Chen, “As soon us their personal interests were damaged by the 
reform” the article said, these people “immediately changed sides and foined the 
dichards” in atticking Wang, Although this could be a reference to Lin Piao, the 
Mandard tine on Lin is that he was always a traitor, not a one-time loyal supporter 
who chitnped sides, 


Wang Ansshily is one of several reformers belng prised dn the anteConfucius 
campaign, but this particular article has appeared only in the Hong Kong communist 
newspaper Ta Aung Pao, Thatit has not appeared in Ching attests to its sensitivity 
and probably reflects the cation with whieh Chou must approach the highly 
charged isste of criticizing a regional commander of Chen's stature, Chen's transfer 
to Peking will allow Chou to keep a closer wateh on him, but it could also enable

Pehing, looking foward its longetomm interests, is substantially seating dawn its 
military comfingent in northern Laos, Duting the past two menths, almost all 
Chintse anticaitcnal troops have been withdrawa, and both infantey regiments in 
Dos aie now in the process of numing to southern China, These forces had 
provided sceusity for China's road: building effort, but with the cease-fire they are no 
longer requited, The withdrawals leave some 19.000 Chinese construction and 
loistic troops maintaining and extending the road network in northern Laos. 


The withdrawal is part of Peking’s cffort to make ifs presence and activities in 
Laos more compatible with China's postwar goals preventing North Vietnamese 
domination of Indochina, containing Soviet influence, and ensuring that the Lao 
Government is reasonably svinpathetic with Peking’s regional goals. China has taken 
a cactive role in bao affairs over the past year, in cffect aundeewriting the Lao 
dpiccments and ollering whatever government emerpes in Vientiane the opportunity 
tose Pokie asa balance apainst both Hanoi and Moscow:

Grain imports totaled & million tons in 1973, a shatp tise over the normal § 
milion tons Tn P74 imports will be at least 9 million fons, In spite of agreements 
with other supplicns, Ching probably will import about as much grain from the US in 
87d asin P978 about § million tons. 


Contract. for Industeial Plants on Credit 


In 1972, Ching contracted with nonm-Communist. countics for $1.1 billion 
worth of industrial plants, mainly for the manufacture of chemical fertilizers and 
otltilicial fibers. This strategy is sound: 


Machinery and equipment ate much better buys in today's market than grain 
artectiizer willbe in tomorrow's market: 


China will have the necessary petrolounebascd raw materials for these plants: 


Increased production of artificial fiber will cnable Peking to meet the people's 
reymroments for clothing in spite of the recent transfer af Coan dcicuge lo grail, 


Outside of a revolving charge account for Western grain and fertilizer, until 
1973 Peking could boast of having no forcign debt. Becauss of the large new 
contracts: for foreign industeial plants, however, China faces deferred payment 
obligations of $100 million to $200 million aanuatly during the late 1970s, Con- 
tracts in 1974 are likely too maten the volume of 1972. Even so, Peking can readily 
handle the resulting level of foreign debt, 


Stimulation of Exports 


In 1973, the government speeded up development of an already rapidly 
expanding oil industry to take advantage of the favorable intemational market. 
Other measutes lo increase camings of hard cucteney were substantial rises in the 
prices OF export goods, cncourgement of larger remittances by Overseas Chinese, 


and greater responsiveness to customer needs in grading, packaging, and labeling, 
oxi [ 
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During 1974, Peking extended some $370 million in new ccancinic aid to lee 
developed countries (LDC) bringing the total amount of such aid since 1966 to &3.2 
billion, More than two thitds of the Chinese cconomic commitments have been 
made since the beginning of 1970, when China neemicned on the intermational scene 
following the Cultural Revolution, 


Most of the 1973 cconomic aid was concentrated in sub-Saharan Attica to take 
advantage of local interest there and the lack of competition from Wvigthtly dnedurs- 
trialized donors, More than BS percent went lo five African nations which were 
accepting Chinese devclopment aid for the first. time, Egypt and Syria teceived 
almost $40 million in food grains and hard currency to support their war effort, The 
number of Chinese techiiclins in LDCs rose to 23,500 in 1973, with almost 9S 
percent of them poing to Africa, 


Mostef the new economic aid is being spent on developing light industry and 
agriculture ateas in which the Chinese are wellaqualificd to specialize in contrast to 
the heavy industrial projects lavored by other Communist donors, Repayment terms 
continued to be almost unbeatable, The credits are interest-free and are repayable in 
goods over 15 to 25 years following grace periods of up to ten years, Almost all 
Chinese military aid is given as grants.

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New Directlons tn Computer Development

During October and November, 13 Chinese computer specialists visited leading 
US computer manufacturers, research and development organizations, semicon 
ductor manufacturers, and computer users. The delegation was primarily interested 
in key hardware and manulucturing technology potentially importint in long-term 
Chinese computer development progrims, and in the US manufacturers and tescarch 
organizations that could provide this kind of assistance. ‘The Chinese were alforded 
only brief tours of the US facilities and were exposed to no more Know-how than a 
US firm would show a competiter, Since most of the Chinese were management 
level engineers, itis doubtful that they absorbed all the technical details or were able 
to ask critical questions, They did, however, take copious notes and acquired 
literature that can be use fully interpreted by specialists at home, 


The delegation volunteered vesy littl new information on Chinese computer 
hardware or development activities, but their interests in specific US technology 
suggests Che likely direction of future Chinese computer development, Currently, 
only mediunesized computer models of modest: performance are available from 
domestic mantfacture, Ove change will probably involve the development of large, 
high performance computers to support selected scientific and strategic weapons 
programs. Small or minicomputers to serve a variety of economic and scientific 
applications will probably also be developed, To do this. the Chinese must determine 
the best approaches and identify sources of technology for import. 


The Chinese also foresee the need to develop high-quality, high-performance 
peripheral equipment for computers—such as magnetic Cape and disc storage equip- 
ment, Peripheral equipment currently in use in China is very limited in quality and 
performance, and considerable foreign technology and_ assistance will be required 
before Ching can use computers effectively.

New Year's Editorial [ 


The New Year's Day joint editorial was an unilluminating statement that 
signaled no changes in domestic or foreign policy, Concentrating mainly on domestic 
affairs, the editorial called for continuing the anti-Confucius campaign, without 
chiborating on its purpose, [cautiously indicated that intellectuals must continue to 25X1 
remold their thinking, neither criticizing them outright nor praising their carticr 
contributions, The editorial made a passing reference to the National People’s 
Congress, but gave no hint as to when it might be held. 


Problems in Sino - West German Relations 25X1A9A a 


Over the past two months, Peking has been lobbying for an exchange of 
military attaches with West Germany and the establishment of a Chinese consulate 
in West Berlin. Peking wants the attaches and the consulate for the same reasons that 
the West Germans are unenthusiastic: either would irritate Moscow and symbolize 
an improvement in the chilly atmosphere of Sino - West German relations. The West 
Berlin Senat has reacted negatively to the consulate proposal, but would not object 
to 2 trade mission. Over time, exchange of military attaches is probable, but the 
West Germans seem to be in no hurry. 
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The Chinese have recently complained about Nationalist Chinese propaganda in 
Germany and the degree to which West Germany's decisions are shaped by consid: 
critions of Soviet» West German relations, Such protests are not taken seriously by 
hie German officials and clearly reflect Peking's lack of real leverage in Western

This year’s “Support the Army and Cherish the People” circular, an annual call 
for civilians and the army ty maintain good relations, contains few compliments for 
the army. The document, issued on December 31, notes only that the PLA has made 
“fresh contributions” by strengthening militury preparations and has aided socialist 
revolution and construction, Coming on the same day as the announcement of the 
rotation of seven powerful regional commanders, a major reduction in the army's 
Dolitical power, this less-than-effusive praise of the military styggests that all the 
commanders may not have gone willingly and that future troubles with some 
military men may be anticipated. If the reshuftling had resolved the major political 


problems associated with the military, the ercular would almost certainly have been 
more plowing, 25X1 


One of the recently rotated military region commanders, Pi Ting-chun, has 
returned to Fukien. an area where he has strong ties. Pi, a top-ranking officer in 
Fukien from at least 1961 to October 1969, was aligned with Han Hsien-chu, the 
previous Fukien military and political boss, during the Cultural Revolution. Pi's 
transter to the Lanchow Military Region in 1970 was interpreted as an effort to 
undermine Han. The latest switch is not necessarily injurious to Han's local onaniza- 
tion, The return of Pi may have been the price of Han's agreement to his own 
transfer to Lunchow—or even part of a plan by some clements in Peking not to

Thai trade delegation, headed by Deputy Foreign Minister
